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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on June 2, 
2005 has been entered. Claims 1-28, and 31-34 are cancelled as requested. 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 30 is objected to because of the following informalities:

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 29-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 
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More specifically, " a hydraulical opening force acting on the lifting valve is larger 
than a closing force acting on the lifting valve " in claims 29-30 is new matter. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 


5. Claim 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kruger 
(US Patent 5,451,029). 

Kruger discloses a method of operating an internal combustion engine with a 
valve train for a cam-actuated lifting valve (1), including the step of hydraulically 
reopening the lifting valve at least once after a mechanical lifting phase performed by 
the cam (2) has ceased, wherein a hydraulical opening force acting on the lifting valve 
is larger than a closing force acting on the lifting valve (See Col. 3, line 35 through Col. 

6, line 6). 
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6. Claim 30 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Wing 
(US Patent 6,321,706). 

Wing discloses a method of operating an internal combustion engine with a valve 
train for a cam-actuated lifting valve (110; 310; 410), including the steps of alternatingly 
mechanically and hydraulically determining lifts of subsequent charge exchange 
processes (See Figs. 2, 4, and 5), wherein in hydraulically determined lifts a hydraulical 
opening force acting on the lifting valve is larger than a closing force (118; 318; 418) 
acting on the lifting valve. 

7. Claim 30 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Israel 
(US Patent 5,996,550). 

Israel discloses a method of operating an internal combustion engine with a valve 
train for a cam-actuated lifting valve (200), including the steps of alternatingly 
mechanically (400) and hydraulically (300) determining lifts of subsequent charge 
exchange processes (See Figs. 4, and 5), wherein in hydraulically determined lifts a 
hydraulical opening force (520, 820) acting on the lifting valve is larger than a closing 
force acting on the lifting valve. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 29-30 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
